That the telegram which Grand Duke Vladimir received was from Grand 
Duke Boras and Grand Duke Cyril, announcing that the Petropanlovsk, 
ef which Cyril was first officer, had been blown up by striking a Rus- 
gian mine, four officers escaping.

Struck.a Mine 


St. Petersburg, April 13.—An official telegram received here con- 

firms the report that the Battleship. Petropaniovsk has been. sunk © off 
Port Arthur and that only four officers were saved, among them being 
the Grand Duke Cyril, who was wounded. 
[It is reported that the battleship’ Petropanlovsk, instead of being sunk 
a mine, was torpedoed by the Japanese in a battle off Port Arthur. 
Great, consternation prévails in St. Petersburg over the. loss of Ad- 
wairal Makaroff and. the battleship and crew. 

Vice Admiral Makaroff and six hundred of a crew were killed and 
drowned at Port Arthur, while on board the battleship~Petropanlovsk, 
which. is reported to have struck a mine. 


Chased the Bayan 


Wei Hei Wei, April 13.—His Majesty’s gunboat the Fspiegle, which has 
arrived here from New Chwang, reports that at forty-five minutes past 
five this morning, she sighted five Japanese warshigs engaging the Rus- 
sian cruiser Peyan, which was making for Port Arthur from the direction 
of the Yalu river. 

The Askami and another cruiser with three funnels came out-of Port 
Arthur in the directiop of the Yalu river to assist the Bayan. At forty- 
fire minutes past six the Russians got under the cover o? the forts, but 
the Bayan was evidently damaged as quantities of steam were seen com- 
inz from her. 

At five minutes past eight the Japanese ships fired trom the heavy 
guns upon the forts, but the latter did not reply. 

In fifteen minutes the Japanese retreated towards the east.
